Lewis Eleazer, youngest child of Eleazer and Hannah (Raynor) Carr, was born 
in Salisbury, Herkimer county, New York, March 10, 1842. He was 
educated in the town public schools, at Falley Seminary, Fulton, New 
York, and Fairfield Academy, Herkimer county, from which he was 
graduated in 1861. He spent two years in farming, but deciding upon 
the profession of law, he entered Albany Law School, graduating in 
1864.

Benjamin Henry Throop 


Born in Oxford, Chenango County, N. Y., November 9, 1811. His 
ancestry is traceable for nearly 250 years. There were Benjamin 
Troops’ of three different generations, who were Congregational 
clergymen at various points in Rhode Island and Connecticut. Dr.

Dr. Throop's 
father, Daniel, served in the same regiment with the grandfather, as a 
fifer. He was at the time about fifteen years old. Dr. Throop's early 
education was gained in the old Oxford academy, after which he 
turned his attention to medicine, studying with an eminent physician, 
and being graduated from Fairfield medical college in 1832. He entered 
upon the practice of his profession immediately after graduation, 
opening his office first in Honesdale, Pa., where lie remained from 
1832 to 1835; then in Oswego, N. Y., where he remained the year 
following; from 1837 to 1840 he made his home in New York City, in 
practice of his profession; he then went to Providence, Pa. At that time 
the firm of Scranton & Grant established the first iron works in 
Scranton. He married a sister of Mrs. Grant, and decided to make 
Scranton his permanent home. He introduced the first general supply 
of milk, the first livery stable, the first drug store, the first railway 
package express on the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad. 
And was prominent in the establishment of the first post-office, and 
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Benjamin Henry Throop 


one of the originators of the Scranton gas and water company, whose 
charter he framed. In 1853-54 he embarked largely in the lumbering 
business and in the purchase and sale of coal lauds, and the 
organization of mining companies. His land purchases proved valuable, 
their worth being greatly increased by the opening of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad. Parts of his possessions were sold 
at an advance, but the greater part were leased for mining purposes 
and rapidly advanced in value. During the Pierce administration, 1853- 
57, Dr. Throop was postmaster. He was a prominent worker in the 
establishment of St. Luke's (Episcopal) parish, and aided materially in 
building the church, one of the finest ecclesiastical edifices in the slate; 
he was one of the original members of the 1. 0. 0. F. On the breaking 
out of the civil war, in 1861, Dr. Throop was the first physician in 
Luzerne county, to respond to the call for troops, and was promptly 
appointed surgeon of the 8th Pennsylvania infantry, and established 
the first field hospital in the army at Chambersburg At the end of three 
months ‘service, for which the troops had been called, but which had 
been of necessity extended to four mouths, he returned home with his 
regiment, but immediately after the battle of Antietam joined the 133d 
Pennsylvania volunteers, and went into the field again. At Harper's 
Ferry, he was attacked with fever, and compelled to return home. 


In 1872 he was appointed trustee of the Danville insane asylum; he 
founded the Lackawanna hospital, and for a long time maintained it at 
his own expense, the state afterward in 1874, setting aside a fund for 
its maintenance. For many years, he was surgeon for the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, and the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company. Under his supervision the Newton turnpike was 
completed. His large investments naturally caused him to interest. 
Himself in banking, and he became president of the Scranton city 
bank; also president of the Scranton Illuminating Heat and Power 
Company. In the sunset, which is now falling over him after eighty-two 
years of active life, Dr. Throop has the satisfaction of seeing, all around 
him, in the city of Scranton, with it’s one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, the evidences of a growth and advancement, to which lie 
has contributed constantly throughout a career of over half a century.

In 1872 he entered the engineering corps of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company; in 1874 he was appointed assistant paymaster and in January, 1891, 
paymaster of the road, which responsible position he now fills. Mr. Winne is a Republican in politics, 
and is an ex-president of the Young Men's Association, a non-political and very influential city 
organization, the oldest of its kind in the United States. The Albany Institute and Historical and Art 
Association has always claimed his interest and support. He is vice-president of that association and 
acting president. He was for ten years treasurer of the Albany City Homoeopathic Hospital and for 
three years president. For more than ten years he has been treasurer of the Albany Country Club, 
and is a member of the Fort Orange Club. His favorite out-door sport is canoeing, and in both local 
and national associations fostering this sport or pastime, he is a prominent and familiar figure. He is 
ex-commodore of the American Canoe Association (1892); for six years captain of the Mohican 
Canoe Club, and is an ex-president of the Albany Canoe Club. He holds membership in the patriotic 
societies of Military Order of Foreign Wars and the Holland Society of New York. He is a veteran of 
the Old Guard, Albany Zouave Cadets, and served fourteen years in the National Guard of the State 
of New York, seven of which he was second lieutenant of Company B, Tenth Battalion. His fraternal 
relations are Masonic, being a Master Mason of Temple Lodge, No. 14, Free and Accepted Masons, 
and a companion of Temple Chapter, No. 5, Royal Arch Masons.
